Loss Is Heavy. 


"Of course, all this was not won 


without losses, some of which will 
sflke the hearts of our countrymen. 


"Wo started to take the offensive 


the night of July 1. when we began a 
strong attack. Our soldiers, who had 
b'.'cn forced hark at Klnchou. wero 
waiting for an opportunity to get at 
tho Junancsc. The result was most 
satisfactory. 
Tlio Infantry marched 


out as If engaged In maneuvers, while 
the artillery, taking up a position, op- 
ened a fierce lire with shrapnel on 
the enemy's line, resulting In their re- 
tirement. 


Russian Warships Are Active. 


"During tho three days' liattlr tho 


Novlk and a licet of gunboats left the 
harbor dully, covering the right Hank 
of the army and stopping the flre of 
the enemy's artillery. On July 4 tho 
Novlk fortunately obtained the range 
of tho enemy's batteries 
and 
did 


frichtftil damage to them. 


"All the morning the gunlKiats, with- 


out receiving nny return lire, shelled 
the enemy's troops marching toward: 
our defenses. The Japanese Heel ap- 
peared In the afternoon and our gun- 
boats returned to the Inner harbor 
without sustaining any damuge."

ing next November, and some of them 
have thought It worth while to risk 
a bet that Mr. Davis was placed upon 
the ticket with, the .expectation that 
he would contribute liberally to the 
expenses of .the campaign, and for 
this reason advanced age raises tho 
question in the minds of republicans 
liere wether the democratic campaign 
managers will have tlrolr plans frus- 
trated by death. The stress of a hard 
campaign, such as everyone predicts 
will bo waged during the fall, will be 
trying upon a man of Mr. 
Davis' 


years. Should he be elected and live 
until March 4, to enter tile senate as 
Its presiding olllcer, Mr. Davis would 
find there only one man older than 
himself. This emphasizes his age, be- 
cause In the senate are a 'number of 
elderly men.

Mr. Bryan not only graciously per- 


mits the democratic parly to name 
a candidate whom ho has dono his 
best lo defeat In advance, but ho 
places him on a platform with a holo 
In It big enough to drop tho entire 
parly through. 


It Is bad enough to have Mr. Bryan 


dominating radical democratic 
con-

Your committee take pleasure in 


stating that, with the exception of 
the school fund, the amounts raised 
In limit- have been adequate for tho 
disbursements of tho city. H was tho 
plan of the council In IW.l to pay off 
all floating lnd«-htedncsn. and lo close 
the year without the necessity of bor- 
rowing funds. In order to attain this 
result the strictest economy has boon 
necessary, and yet that economy has 
not been such as to Intor:rr«; with a 
careful attention to all the needs of. 
the city. Our bridges, with tho ex- 
ception of Court street bridge, wboro 
there is to bo a new one, havo- been 
put In repair; the streets havo been 
attended to; the parks havo boon kept 
In good order; and In somo of the 
wards Improvements of a permanent 
nature have been made. 


At the jiresent time we aro con- 


fronted with demands for Increased 
expenditures along many Jlnes. some 
of such Increased amounts, as herein- 
after shown, being considerable. 
It 


would be unwise to pursue a parsi- 
monious or niggardly policy. While 
we must practice a careful economy, 
and conduct tho affairs of tho city on 
a good, business-like basis.

BUTTERFLIES ARE 


STILL MISSING 


The Scvnro Cold of Last Winter Al- 


most 
Eliminated Them —A 


Good and Bad Feature. 


The myriads of butterflies that are 


usually seen In Janesvilb- 
at 
this 


time of tin- yonr are almost entirely 
missing tills season. 
In previous 


years they might he seen hovering 
over tin; flower gardens and 
fields 


and they hud no little part In con- 
tributing lo the beauty of many a 
garden. 
Hutterilies hatch in April 


and during .May. June and July may 
usually bo seen In great, numbers. 
Other common Insects are also mis 
sing tills year. The severe cold of tin 
last winter and the great amount of 
wet, weather of tills spring have been 
the cause of the soarcily. 


As Insects play a large part In tho 


propagation of vegetable life by car- 
rying pollen from plant to plant. It Is 
probable that the different kinds of 
flowers will be scarcer next season. 
There Is a good feature In this dearth 
of biitlertlles, however. Tho cahhagt; 
butterfly, that has been a destroyer 
of 
thoHi- vegetables, is said to 'be 


entirely absent this year. 


The lack of Insects affects' 
birds 


somewhat. 
lllrMs have always de- 


pended largely upon Insects for food, 
and they suffer.^nore or less from the 
absence of Insects. 


Several'.varieties of birds that have 


made .Jam-svllle their home in prev 
ions summers, aro absent tills year, 
on account of tin; cold and wet sea 
son. 
Tin; brown thrasher Is very 


much less common than usual. Tin; 
dlohoissol is hardly seen at all. Tim 
Indigo himtliijr. Hie field sparrow, tin: 
vesper sparrow.,,and tin- night hawk 
are represented, but by few of their 
members. 
These birds all like hot 


weather and dry ground and so do 
not visit this region. 


Wet weather, also affects the nest- 


Ing and rearing'of young birds. The 
eggs and tho young birds become 
chilled, and many have perished In 
Hint way this season. 
"There are 


fewer nests this year among all kinds 
of bird!)," said a local student of bird 
lore. In speaking of the abseiicg of 
many birds this year. 


Next month several kinds of warb- 


lers will make Jaiiesvlllo short vl* 
Its. They start their fall migrations 
to the south In .August and September 
and on tin- southward journey stop 
along the way, going much morj slow- 
ly than on their way to the north In 
Iho spring. 
Among those that will 


pass through Janesvlllo then aro tin 
plain warbler, the Capo May warbler, 
tho hay-breasted warbler, and. 
(In- 


black Apollo warbler. 
The absence 


of many of our usual birds will make 
the warblers' stay even more wel 
come than ever before to bird lovers.

orado Is deserving <>f all praise for 
tin; Kplrlt of .self-control her people 
have displayed In a grave crisis. Af- 
ter all that has been snM, or may be 
said, in criticism, this fact shines out 
clearly, that the mistakes made and 
the wrongs committed In suppressing 
the disorders, were mild, Indeed, as 


compared with the excesses that so 
sorely tried the patience, deplete*! the 
resources mid stirred the Indignation 
of tho people. 


'J. The fact must not be lost sight 


of that the disorders were confined 
to only about a sixth and one-third 
of the territory of Colorado, to (;,."IO 
square miles out of a total of io:i,(i45 
square miles, to parts of three coun- 
ties out of an entire state. The whole 
state, therefore, 
should not be con- 


ilcmncd for what took place In a small 
part of It. Then ns to the establish- 
ment of martial law In the affected 
district, it may be said that the ac- 
tion of the governor Is defended on 
the score that the county olllcials In 
the Cripple Creek region practically 
refused to' perform their duty. They 
were members of, or In sympathy 
with, the labor unions, which had ob- 
tained full control' of the machinery 
of government.

The hit 
ter has the same rights as the former 
and there can be no law and liberty 
In this country until this truth Is es- 
tablished. 
The great, danger of tho 


labor problem Is In organized capital 
attempting to crush organized labor 
and In organized labor attempting to 
crush capital. Let ns have "an open 
Bhop" In the broadest meaning,of the 
torm—In other words, liberty, an.l 
that liberty, always 
maintained and 


kept from the excess of license, by 
enforcement of law. The war In Col 
orado has served to make all this 
plainer, and from the distress ami 
loss, the patience and courage of her 
citizens, the whole country may de 
rive lasting benefit.

EXILE SYSTEM 


Glpo turned palo 


END OF ARBITRARY METHODS 


Notable Reform- Is Recommended by 


the Council of the Empire and Is 
Approved by M. Plehve, Minister oV 
the Interior. 


St. Petersburg, July 12.—The sys- 


tem of condemning political prisoners 
by administrative order 
him 
been 


abolished by Imperial decree and per- 
sons accused of political crimes will 
be tried by the courts under the regu- 
lar procedure.

This reform Is far-reaching, ending 


forever tho arbitrary condemnation to 
exile of political suspecti; without thu 
Intervention of the courts. 


It Is considered one of the most 


sweeping reforms of this generation, 
and It Is understood that It was rec- 
ommended by the council of the em- 
pire, with the acquiescence and ap- 
proval of the minister of tho hfturlor, 
M. Plehvo. 


Methods of Exile. 


"Exile by administrative process" 


has been the dark spot In tho Itusslnn 
governmental system for many dec- 
ades. Exile under tblfl process means 
the banishment of an obnoxious per- 
son from one part of the empire to 
another without the observance 
of 


any legal formalities. 


The obnoxious person may not he 


Eiillty of any crime, but If In the opin- 
ion of tho local authorities his pres- 
ence In a particular ulaca Is ."prejudi- 
cial to public order," or "Incompatible 
'with public tranquillity," he may bo 
arrested without. a warrant, may bo 
held for two weeks to two years In 
prison, and may then be exiled 
by 


force. 
Ho may or may not bo 
In- 


formed of tno charges against him. 


Rise of the 'System. 


The czar's decree abolishing politi- 


cal exile to 
Siberia 
without 
trial 


marks the beginning of the downfall 
of n political system that hud Its ori- 
gin In the barbarities of the seven- 
teenth century. 
Singularly enough, 


the exile system, even with 
all 
Its 


horrors, was Introduced In the seven- 
teenth century as n reform movement. 


Tho first movo for reform adopted 


tho exile system ax an amelioration 
from the cruel barbarities 
of 
the 


criminal code. 
And then 'tho exile 


system swung to the other extreme. 
Men were exiled to Siberia for such 
minor offenses 
as 
fortune

prize fighting, 
HUH IT taking, driving 


horses with reins, begging, and set- 
ting fire to property accidentally.
